The Indians* 



"We have frequently deemed it our 
duty to direct attention to the want of 
•n Indian Policy in this CcIodj; never 
has thia want been more folt than at 
the present time, when a terrible Biok>> 
nesB has viaited the city, which has 
been aggravated immeneely bo lar as 
the Indians arc oonoorned, by the 
neglect of all proper preoautions and 
hj the want of that protootion and 
oftire,' which it was our honnden duty 
to ezten^d to tboee upon whom we 
have ooDferred ail thetovils of oivilizaH 
t^ODi . withp.ut oaring to Boe that they 
were tbo reoipienU oi any of the ad- 
TantBgeB'Wbioh ought to bave acoraed 
to them frbniL' their closer oontaot with 
white people. It is really a disgrace 
to a oiTiiiiseii oommunity, that a race 
of human beings shbald be Buffered to 
exist in their midst, in such a lament- 
ably sunken condition as are the 
Indian population of this city. Not 
one amongst us is content to assume 
any portion of the responsibility of 
the iniquity perpetrated by the white 
population of Ibis Colony towards the 
unfortunate Indians; nobody will 
readily acknowledgo himselt individu 
ally to blame, but when the matter 
is calmly cons'dered not ono amongst 
us can deny that wrong has been done; 
nay, that wrong is being daily done 
towards the race which wo have 
elbdwed out, and which we are 
trampling down in our eagornosa for 
gain. What right have we to neglect 
making provisioa for the Indians, 
•iter taking posseBsion of the soil 
wbiob,;bad they been civilized beings 
'with any knowledge of their rights, 
thoy would have been entitled to hold 
by force of arms against all invaders. 
However, we have no intention to adn 
vocato the rights of the Indiana to re- 
tain tho land, it has been given up to a 
race, who aro supposed to bo better 
qualified to make use of it; but over 
since tho country has bebn colonised, 
there has been a talk of compensation 
to the Indians; what strange ideas, 
if wo may be allowed the aSBumption, 
that such attribu'es of human nature 
Apperiain to the savages ot this coast, 
they must have of the white m«n'B 
jnst'ce, for with the exception of the 
missions established at various parts 
of : the Colony, where some care is 
bestowed upon the moral culture Of 
the aborigin'es, the English people 
have really done no good whatever to 
the population that tbey are driving 
out ; there exists we believe some ill 
deHued and vaguo policy with regard 
to Indian Reserves, and there was a 
board of comnaissioners upon wbom 
devolved tho superintendence and 
management of the reserves, bnt that 
any praoticol good over resulted from 
the system, or to speak more correctly, 
the want of system which has prevail- 
ed, seems, to Bay the least of it, doubt- 
ful. Had the land been placed under 
the maoogomenl of an Indian Agent 
who would have taken care that those 
portion^ of the reserve in each district 
which were not required for oaltiva- 
tion by tho Indians ihomsolvos, were 
utilised 60 that from the culture and 
improvement of the land a fund might 
bave been orea'ed out of which pro- 
vision would have been made for the 
wants of the Indians, there would not 
have been so great cause tor complaint 
as there is as present. There is noi 
the slightest necessity to create fresh 
officoB or departments to manage In- 
dian Afifairs, for the management of 
the lands reserved ia legitimately with- 
in tho province of the Land Oflico, 
whilst the more immediate superin- 
tendence of tho Indians themselves, 
apart from that judicial control which 
is exorcised over them in commo:> 
with all other citizens by the resident 
Hagistrates, falls naturally within tho 
■cope of the Socroturiat. At the 
present moment there is grievous want 
of some head to direct what is to bo 
done for the unfortunate sufferora by 
disease and panic, and by whom sani- 
tary precautions are to be carried out. 
^Ibatv.any offlolal in tho Colony should 
fie;'a!l6wcd to say that it is no part oi 
liiB'baBiD^SBi is a disgrace to the Gov- 
ernment, and shows a want of unoni- 
mity In action, which is, to say the 
least of it, deplorable. The Governor 
is away, and is probably in accordance 
with the custom of tho Colony, kept 
as much as posaiblo in ignorance of 
anything which might bave a tendency 
to disiurb tho ordinary quiet of his 
life. Why should the Govirmr bo 
worried or annoyed about tho siokness 
or deaths of half a dozen Siwashes? 
is tho tenor of ollioial rcasoninjr. 
What a fearful responsibility do those 
(aen.talte upon tbeioBelves, who in. 



competent for any thing.. beyond the 
daily' routine of official life, dare to 

nogleot to make tho Ohipf Bxeputive^ 
OfBcor in tho Colony aoquaihtedf'with 
tho necessity for some action being 
taken, and some directions being given. 
Whoa an infooiious disease is raging, 
little can be done by private indivldo- 
als to alleviuto sufforing, and tho duty 
of a Government at eucii times be- 
comes moro paramount than when all 
goes on smoothly. If during tho com. 
tinuanoo of the proseot pestilence one 
Binglo Indian dies from want of food 
or shelter, or attondanco, some 
amongst us must bo guilty of aomo- 
thing near akin to manslaughter, and 
although thoro may bo no one ablo, or 
willing, or suGaciontly free from blamo 
himself, to venture to fix the oppro- 
brium upon another, tho responsibility 
of the neglect is no whit the loss by 
reason of the number that may bi in 
a grcate' or loss degree culpable; The 
measure of the awful extent of indi- 
vidual responsibility, must in such 
oases be left to thooonBciences of those 
who believe themselves to be aocountH 
able beings. 

Letter from Sell-Ueliance* 

Editor Oolomist, — It is impossible for 
me, having once laanohed on the sea of 

CoDfaderation, to pass over in silence yonr 
article of the 5th ol Ootober on the subject 
of tho financial condition of the Colony uo" 
dor Confederation. You are nnawaro that 
you furnish therein the slrongost argument 
ibal can be brought forward against Con- 
federation, aud I will now endeavor to point 
it out to thoBe to wbom your article may 
bava Roemed cQnTiociog. It will be ad- 
mitted on all band* that DO muoh greater 
evil can happen to a state than to beooma 
tributary to a foreign power ; it is to thia 
oonditioQ that tboae who favor OoDfedera> 
tioa'desire to bring us. A coantry may 
bear the heaviest taxation in prefetcooe to a 
tribute, for taxation circalalea curroooy in 
every direction, and no sooner ia a payment 
made to the revenue than it ia immediately 
paid oat and again cornea into circniation. 
A tribnte ia taken at onco out of the conntry 
and is seen no more. Tho cnormoua eubsi- 
diea levied by Napoleon in Italy and Ger- 
many were for this reason felt much leea 
than a tribute would have been, because the 
money was no sooner paid to the eoDqaer- 
ing army than it was again disbursed 
amongst those who paid it. In yonr article 
you bava iDgenionily pointed out what will 
aeoording to your views be spent in thia CoU 
•ny that is $326,000 a year. I will show 
you what will be tak>n out of the Colony. 
Yoara is obimerical, mino ia certain. We 
know, lor inaiance, that tbe Customa Duties 
will all go to Canada as loey aro raised, and 
will be known no moro. These Cuitom 
Duties for 18G8 will amonnt to $365,000 at 
least and 8400,000 in 1889. Now, with tbe 
esoeption of SI50,000 eent to England, all 
that Reveouo, two hundred and fifty tbon- 
eand dolla s, is spent in the Colony aa soon 
as it ia raised, in addition to some 8205 000 
more of the Bevenne ; then it will be packed 
oS to Cannada by each maiL Thus what- 
ever we may keep ne shall absolutely be* 
eome tribotaty to Oaoada and loss to tbe 
ezleotof 1250,000 per anDuin. or in fifty 
years' time shall bave paid twelve millions of 
dollars at a tribute to Canada, and lor what 
return ?
